while Mr La Rivee felt that the 
question should be decided by the 
voters of Wilmington, 

The decisions representsaclear 
cut victory for Mrs Wavie Drew, 
who, last fall, submitted a series 
of questions to the Town Manager 
concerning the proposed method, 
only to be submitted to ridicule by 
the combined actions of De Felice 
and a throw-away newspaper, 

During the past few weeks, the 
Wilmington Finance Committee, in 
consultation with state officials, 
has gradually swung to Mrs Drew’s 
viewpoint, and it isunderstood that 
only one member of that board 
was still in favor of the ‘free loan’ 
method of financing. 

‘Town Manager Gerald Bouchard, 
Wednesday morning, released a 
copy of a letter he had written to 
Davenport Davis, president of the 
Chamber of Commerce, thanking 
the chamber for its efforts, and 
complimenting it on its work, 

The plans for the new Town Hall, 
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to cost about $250,000, will stili 
be presented to the Town Meeting 


Bouchard said, but with regular 
methods of financing,

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YOU CANNOT LEGISLATE AWAY CLAY ANDROCK 


For the past several months the ladies of the 
League of Women Voters have been studying the 
zoning of Wilmington, and it is now presumed that 
they are prepared to make recommendations in the 
Town Meeting. All this is very fine and good, 

In the past several weeks an event has been taking 
place in the state house that may well throw all of 
Wilmington’s carefully conceived zoning into the 
waste basket, and it is to be regretted that the ladies 
didn’t have some time for this, 

For, other than a perfunctory nod to Representa- 
tive Frank Tanner, the Town of Wilmington hasdone 
nothing, and paid no concern to a bill now in the legis- 
lature which could knock Wilmington’s zoning for a 
loop. 

§ 276, proposed by the Home Builders Associa- 
tion of Massachusetts, would prohibit zoning by com- 
munities, for residential purposes, if the lots of land 
were over 15,000 square feet in area, and over 9000 
Square feet in areas serviced by public sewers, 

The builders, crying crocodile tears, are con- 
cerned about the hardships of potential future home 
owners. They have neglected to say anything about 
limiting their own profits, which of course would be 
of some benefit to future home owners. They just 
want to knock down the zoning defenses inour Massa- 
chusetts towns, 

Much of the zoning in the towns recognizes the 
local geology, in addition to other things, and this 
bill would destroy any such thinking, 

The geology of Massachusetts is such that large 
areas of land are impractical for building, but this 
is a matter of small concern, 

15,000 is enough for any houselot! And this, even 
if the home is built on clay or rock, impervious to 
water, 

This is about the ratio of three homes to an acre, 
In Wilmington there are many places where the 
ratio should be three acres to a home, and Wilming~- 
ton is not unique in this respect. 

Our Town Fathers, other than their message to 
Mr Tanner, have paid no attention, The LWV, it is 
to be suspected, knew nothing of the bill. No real 
representation of the town’s position has been made 
before the Senate, 

One of these days - maybe this year - maybe 
next, there will be a successful passing of a bill 
which will take from Wilmington and other towns 
in Massachusetts the right to do their own zoning, 

And it won’t be a happy day for the future home 
owners of Massachusetts,

For a couple of hours Tuesday 
it seemed that the North Wiiming- 
ton Postoffice would be closed in 
the last week of April, and that the 
businessmen and residents of No. 
Wilmington would be having to go 
to Wilmington for their postoffice 
starting on April 25th, 

Postmaster Henry Porter, on 
Tuesday morning, received a let- 
ter from Donald B Steel, Post 
Office Department Regional Direc- 
tor, telling Mr Porter to close the 
No, Wilmington branch at the close 
of business on April 24th ( the end 
of the first business quarter ofthe 
Post Office Department). 

The order would have meant 

Gorowding three rural mail car- 
riers desks and other facilities into 
the all ready crowded Wilmington 
Post Office. 

As a result there was a lot of 
telephoning on Tuesday, and the 
order was rescinded, at least on a 
temporary basis. 

Construction of the new Post Of- 
fice, in Wilmington Square, is now 
scheduled to begin next August,

WATER COMMISIONERS ELATED OVER WIN 


‘A clear-cut victory for the town’ 
was the way Town Counsel Philip 
Buzzell hailed the news that the 
Massachusetts Supreme Court had 
overturned a Superior Court ruling 
in the controversial Hathaway Acre 
Extension Case of the past two 
years, " 

The ruling was made last week 
end, and while details are still 
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not completely known, it resulted 
in the lifting of attachments of 
$15,000 each on the homes of 
Wilmington’s three water commis- 
sioners. 

‘The last chapter of the two year 
plus story was argued before the 
Massachusetts Supreme Court by 
Atty Honeywell, a member of the 
law firm of Hemenway & Barnes, 
of which Mr Buzzell is the senior 
member, and Atty Eugene Tougas 
of Waltham appeared for the other 
side. 

The Water Commissioners, too 
are quite pleased. 

The action started in 1962, when 
the developer of Hathaway Acres, 
seeking to add a section to that 
development, was notified that the 
Water Commissioners of Wilming- 
ton would not consider extending 
the water mains unless a section 
of the Carson Ave main, 2 inches 
in diameter were replaced, so as 
to provide two mains into the area 
of at least six inches in diameter. 

The Carson Ave 2 inch mainhad 
been installed by the developer 
some years previously, and had 
been accepted by the town. It had 
later been connected to a newer 
and larger main, on Marie Drive, 

The Planning Board, in granting 
the new development noted the 
decision of the Water Commis- 
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sioners. 

The developer was allowed to 
install new water mains for the 
new section of the Hathaway Acres 
development, but, at least techni- 
cally, there was no ‘turn-on’ of 
water into the new mains, 

After the first court action, an 
informal agreement allowed three 
homes, built and sold to get water, 
but the Water Commissioners held 
firm to their belief that it was up 
to the Developer to replace the 
two inch main with a larger one, 
before they would grant him rights 
to have water in the new mains, 

The case was taken to the Sup- 
erior Court, in East Cambridge, 
in 1963, and’ {t was at that time 
that the ruling ‘against the Water 
Commissioners was given. 

Town Counsel Philip Buzzell, 
in conference with the Water Com- 
missioners and Town Manager de- 
cided to appeal to the Supreme 
Court. He told the commissioners 
that he was confident the town would 
win the case, in the long run, 

Meanwhile, because the Water 
Commissioners had refused to al- 
low further water service into the 
new section of Hathaway Acres 
their homes were ‘attached’ in the 
sum of $15,000 each, 

That attachment, it is now un- 
derstood, has been lifted,

Dear Larz; 

May we, the members of the 
Wilmington Fire Department take 
a little space and explain why we 
feel a Yes vote on Article 23 at the 
Town Meeting would be appreciated 
by all concerned? 

Whenever there is discusstonon 
this topic, someone invariably says 
‘if you don’t like the job, - quit!’ 
This is true in the same sense that 
if we don’t like the tax rate we can 
move to another town, 

Firefighting 1s a job you have to 
like, or it would be foolish to stay. 
For example; Inthe 1960's, we still 
see the nations’s fire departments 
Plagued with inadequate manpower, 
and unfortunately the tragic head- 
lines of killing fires are soon for- 
gotten, The basic background for an 
ad quate fire service howeveris 
far less heralded, But properly 
staffed fire departments may save 
those lives, taken in those fires, 

There is much to consider inthe 
hazards of a fireman’s occupation, 
such as danger, low pay and poor 
working conditions, Some of these 
hazards can have anadverse effect 
on the heart and blood vessels, or 
other organs of the body. 

We know that there is a great 
tendency in men suchas physicians 
to devélop heart disease. Men inthe 
field of advertising are supposed to 
have a tendency towards ulcers, 
And certain strenous occupations 
Such as fire-fighting, may have an 
adverse effect on heart and blood 
vessels. 

High blood pressure is common 
among firemen, and especially 
prevelant is angina, a condition 
in which the blood going through 
the blood vessels supplying the 
heart is limited, and coronary 
thrombosis, a condition in which 
a clot forms in the blood vessels 
supplying the heart, It 1s believed 
that stress and strains, extremes 
of temperature, and gas and smoke 
connected with fire fighting may 
increase the tendency towards such 
diseases in this occuplation, 

These are the results of stress, 
High blood pressure, hardening of 
the arteries and other such disea~ 
ses definitely“ aré “inftuended by 
conditions of stréss, coriditions 
which occur in fire fighters, Emo- 
tional and muscular effort may 
cause great elevation of blood 
pressure in these individuals, 

Firemen must carry on during 
emergency conditions and in ex- 
tremely hot or cold weather, Heavy 
work in high temperatures adds to 
the burden of the heart, Firemen 
are often exposed to carbon dioxide 
gas which may diminish the amount 
of oxygen that reaches vital organs, 
and can increase their chances of 
suffering a heart attack, 

They are the same whether you 
are talking about cities or towns, 
Fire still kills, maims and des- 
troys, whether in a fifteen story 
building or a five room house, 
and men, women and cildren are 
its victims, Cigarette smoking is 
mild compared to the thousands of 
(Next 'page)~ 
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chemical compounds and poisonous 
gases a fire fighter must inhale 
during the course of his job. We 
are the first to reach the scene of 
a tragedy, and the last to leave, 
Please, remember that no one 
needs a fireman until they need 
help, but when the cry for help 
comes, we are instantly ready to 
respond, twenty four hours a day, 
seven days a week.

Dear Sir: 

Let us consider some facts and 
figures regarding the suggested 
apartment buildings for Wilming- 
ton, Mr. Altman, speaking at the 
finance committee public hearing 
said his clients had received con- 
struction estimates of from $7,000 
to $10,000 cost per unit, and that 
there would be twelve units in one 
building, The average cost on one 
building would be 12 times $8,500 
which equals $102,000. This is 102 


thousands to be taxed at $38 each 


(our present tax rate). We arrive 
at $3,876 as the tax income to the 
town from that one building, in 
which 12 families can live, 

Supt. of Schools Harold Shea says 
it costs $320 to educate one child 
one year inthe Wilmington schools, 
Assuming each family in that one 
12-unit building had one child, the 
figures would go 12 times $320 
which equals $3,840, 

So the town would make a profit 
of $36 on that building after educa~ 
tional service costs are met, 

Ihave not mentioned police, fire, 
highway, library, garbage, water, 
etc, Nor have Imentioned how much 
it would cost the town if each family 
happened to have more than one 
child! 

Ido not see how Wilmington can 
afford the luxury of apartment 
bulldings at this time.
